A FAMOUS JOCKEY'S CAREER. 


Five years ago last March Miss An- 


na Gould, youngest daughter of the 
late Jay Gould, was married in New 
York dry to tbe Count Boniface de 
Castellane. eldest son of the Marquis 
de Castellaue. who Ls the head of one 
of the oldest families of the French 
nobility. According: to a clause in the 
will of her father. Miss Anna Gould, 
marrying with the full consent of her 
brothers and sister, was to receive one- 
sixth of the Gould estate, or a portion 
estimated at about $15.000.UOO. to hold 
In trust for her children, which at her 
death would go to them or their heirs 
unreservedly. According to 
French 


law the ru-cuniulaml income from her 
share at the time of her marriage- add- 
ed to whatever concessions her broth- 
ers and sister might make, would be 
regarded a-* her dot, and hence pass 
under the control of her husband. At 
the time of the marriage the amount of 
the dowry was variously estimated at 
from $3.000.000 to $r,.OOO.UOU. Added 
to this sum the Count has. of course, 
had at his disposal the income of §!«>.- 
000.000. 


In the interval of five years stories 


of the extravagance of the Castellaues 
have been sent out by Paris corre- 
spondents. At the beginning it was 
said that the Count impressed his bride 
•with the fact that the only way 
she could hope to get into 
the 


society of the Fauboroug St. Germain, 
which he frequented by right of birth. 
was to amaze the noblesse by the ex- 
tent of her riches. 


In October. 1S95. the couple pur- 


chased a lot of land at the Avenue du 
Bois de Boulogne and Avenue Mala- 
koff. upon which it was proposed to 
erect an 
exact counterpart 
of the 


chateau called Le Petit Trianon, so 
famous in the tunes of Marie Antoi- 
nette. The land was purchased for 
about $950,000. Work on the palacs 
began at once, and the buildings with 
their furnishings and decorations are 
said to have brought the sum up to 
very nearly $3,000,000. 


On this estate in July of the follow- 


ing year the Count and Countess en- 
tertained Faubourg St. Germain so- 
ciety at a fete which excited the won- 
der of Paris; it was a reproduction, en- 
hanced by every modern appliance 
possible, of the wedding, festival of 
Marie Therese of Austria and Louis 
XTV. Over 1000 persons were em- 
ployed either as performers or ser- 
vants. The guests numbered 
3000. 


The fete, it is said, cost $300.000. 


Later on the Count purchased the 


yacht Talhalla for $500,000. and spent 
nearly half that sum in having her re- 
fitted. Three years ago it was an- 
nounced that the Countess had paid 
?20O,000 for land in Paris upon which 
a permanent Bazar de Chartte was to 
be erected as a memorial to her mother. 


In the meantime the establishment 


that the Count and Countess kept up 
in Paris, horses, carriages, servants 
and retainers, is said to have demand- 
ed an annual outlay of at least S50.000. 
According to the gossip of the Paris 
press the Count lost immense sums at 
the Bourse, at the clubs, and on the 
turf, while his extravagant gifts to 
friendsalone representeda fair fortune. 


The Count has been several times 


pressed for cash. Work on the palace 
was suspended more than once, and 
the Talhalla. during her refitting, was 
on at least two occasions attached for 
debt.

tellanes. Besides his extravagances, 
the Count has excited some comment 
through his endeavors, as a Royalist 
deputy, to defeat the Waldeck-Rous- 
seau ministry. Serious charges impli- 
cating him in the Royalist plot to over- 
throw the government IS months ago 
have also been made against him. He 
took part in the disgraceful assault 
made upon President Lor.b^t in the 
summer of 1S90 at the Auteuil race 
track. At the Automobile club and 
the Jockey club in Paris he has the 
reputation of being something of a 
duelist. Last January, just before he 
left Paris tor the United States, he 
fought M. Henri Turbot, an editor of 
La Petite Republique, who had ac- 
cused hm of being a "degenerate," and 
wounded him.—New York Times.

predominated in his life, indicated its 
presence as soon as he saw the gold 
fields of California.

When death 
came his grandchildren, who had so 
close a place in his heart, were at the 
family residence, as was J. Ogden Ar- 
mour, the surviving son. 


Mr. Armour had lost strength stead- 


ily from day to day since the com- 
mencement of the winter. The pneu- 
monia was checked, but strength was 
not regained. The firm grip he had so 
long maintained upon the business of 
Armour & Co., whether at the office or 
thousands of miles away, slowly relax- 
ed. Reports no longer interested him 
as they were wont to do during the first 
months of his declining health. The 
sudden death of his son and namesake 
from pneumonia nearly a year ago at 
Pasadena hung heavily on him during 
the closing months of his life. In fact, 
he never recovered from the shock he 
experienced from that event. It stop- 
ped his progress towards recovery in 
his -winter home at Pasadena, and its 
Borrow remained fresh until the end. 


The son had largely interested the 


father and inherited the business abil- 
ity of the Armours, and was closely fol- 
lowing the footsteps of the head when 
he was stricken down. His beautiful 
home, completed but a year or two be- 
fore at Michigan avenue and Thirty- 
seventh street, told of his love of art. 


After the death of Philip D. Armour, 


Jr., the vast interests of Armour & 
Co., which had been carried on as a 
copartnership, were incorporated under 
the old name of Armour & Co. This 
•was to provide greater stability in case 
of death, and made no change in the 
practical ownership of properties. 


So carefully had the plans for the 


future been made that the death of Mr. 
Armour will have little effect on the 
outward working of the great enter- 
prise with which he bad been so close- 
ly identified. It is believed all the Ar- 
mour properties will be held intact un- 
til the grandchildren come into their 
own. 


Estimates of Mr. Armour's own es- 
tate run from $20,000.000 to $30,000,000. 
This, of course, does not include the 
$15,000,000 or $20,000.000 owned by the 
younger members of his family. 
For 


years every enterprise he was inter- 
ested in has been making immense 
profits. His holdings of stock have all 
advanced largely during the last three 
years. 


The property interests for which Mr. 


Armour stood are estimated at $150%- 
000,000. 
His personal share of this 


property is variously estimated at from 
|25,000,000 to $50,000,000.

member of the state board of health, 
said that there are cases of smallpox 
in more than 100 counties of Missouri, 
and that the most vigorous quarantine 
measures have failed to stop the spread 
of the disease. City Physician Coffin 
expressed the fear that Kansas City 
will suffer an epidemic of the disease 
this winter. There are a. hundred cases 
here now and new ones are being dis- 
covered daily. The smallpox existing 
here is not of a virulent form, and few 
deaths are expected from it. 


Severe Cold in France and Italy. 
Paris. Jan. 7.—Severe cold is reported 


throughout France and Italy. A foot 
of snow fell at Marseilles last even- 
ing, and the mercury shows 18 degrees 
of frost in Paris today. There have 
been a number of deaths in the streets. 
Trains from a long distance are great- 
ly delayed. Snow has fallen even in 
southern €ta!y, and the city of Rome 
and surrounding country are snow clad 
for the first time in many years.

EIGHT DEAD IN HOTEL FIRE. 


Tke Men Were Suffocated While KM. 


deatorlBK to Eiteape. 


Minneapolis, Jan. 7.—Eight men lost 
their lives in a fire at 115 Washington 
avenue at 3 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The fire had its origin in the rear of 
the Standard Furniture store. The men 
were overtaken by an intense volume 
of smoke in the Harvard hotel, which 
occupies the second, third and fourth 
floors of the building, and death in ev- 
ery instance was due to suffocation. 
"When the men were found in various 
parts of the house a man named Erick- 
son was dead and the seven others were 
unconscious. The fire was discovered 
by Charles Hanson, who immediately 
apprised George O'Connor, the night 
clerk, and the two men set about to 
awaken the lodgers. Hanson devoted 
his attention to the second floor, while 
O'Connor rushed up stairs. The men 
•were all sound asleep, and in several 
Instances it was necessary for O'Con- 
nor to break in the door. In the mean- 
time he gave the alarm and the warn- 
ing soon spread. 


What took place in the dingy rooms 


and narrow dark hallways will never 
be known. It was a case of every man 
rushing for his life. Nineteen of the 
27 lodgers were successful, but the 
others were unable to beat their way 
through the smoke, and fell in their 
tracks, where they were found by the 
firemen. Many of those who escaped 
caine staggering out on the snowy side- 
walk like drunken men, barely making 
their way through the deadly smoke 
and heat, and only partially clad. Sev- 
eral had the most narrow escapes. The 
loss on the building and contents will 
not exceed $3,000.

London, Jan. 7.—Severe cold 
has

Ascent of Mount Ararat. 


The 
Ararat mountains in Anne aim 


comprise two 
peaks 
situated 
seven 


miles apart. They are known as Great 
and Little Ararat and are respectively 
17.260 and 14.320 feet above the 
plain. 


They partially belong to three countries 
—Russia. Turkey and Persia. 
_The 


mountains are covered 0:1 the tops with 
perpetual snow, ice and glaciers. The 
summit of Great Ararat was reached 
in 1820 bv Professor Parrot, and 
f>n 


Sept. 2, 1900. a member of the Russian 
Geographical Society named Peor.Ten- 
pohi ascended the peak with a consider- 
able party. The difficulties of the as- 
cent are very great and his successful 
expedition will be welcome news in geo- 
graphical 
circles. 
Ascents are rare, 


having been made in 1834. 1843, 1845, 
1850 and 1836. Litt'e Ararat is ev-n 
more difficult to climb, as it declivities 
are greater and steeper, its form being 
almost conical. 'Ir is believed to be the 
spot where the ark rested, but there is 
a tradition that Mount Judi. in southern 
Armenia, was the spot. The mountain 
is of volcanic origin and was in erup- 
tion in 1785. and in 1840 there was a 
vast discharge of sulphurous 
vapors 


from its sides and a tremendous earth-
